Cituation al Laredo Assumes 


—— 


Very Grave Phase, 


There Are 37 Cases in the City, Some 
of Them of the Worst Type. 
Strict Quarantine Estab- 
lished Against the 
Stricken City. 


Laredo, Tex., September 29.—The yel- 
low fever situation here. is beginning tc 
-essume a very grave phase. There are 
now in this city.37 cases of fever, i6 
of which haye been pronounced genuine 
by the marine hcespital service experts in 
charge here; ten cases have been pro- 
rounced suspicious and elevcn new cases 
have been reported today, some of which 
have beéh at.nounced as genuine. and 
others as suspicious. Among these cases 


fever of the worst type. The majority 
ot these cases are confined to a certain 
district of the city with the exception of 
some of the new cases which have been 
reported today. 

Notwithstanding the difficulties under 
which the sanitary officers are compelled 
to work ih some .nstances, the work 
piacing the city in a perfect sanitary 
ecréition is teing effectively and scien- 
tifically brought about under the direc- 
ticn of the yellow fever experts who are 
on the ground, seconded by a corps of 
able assistants. 

A second detention camp has been es- 
tablished at Cactus, a station on the 
line of the International and Great North- 
ern railroad about 15 miles from La- 
redo. . 

The conditions in Nuevo Laredo are 
rot very encouraging. The authorities 
have taken very energetic measures in 
the way of policing the town and organ- 
izing a system of observance. 

The case mentioned yesterday as in a 
srecarious condition, that of Juan Vey- 
tia, an employee of the Mexican Na- 
tional railroad, today resulted in his 
death. It ‘s impossible to Icarn from the 
Mexican authorities how many cases exist 
in Nuevo Laredo, but it is known that 
theré is a very large number. Among 
the cases that wefe today reported very 
grave is that of United States Vice Con- 
sui J. F. Kimball. 

Nuevo Laredo established a_e atrict 
quarantine against this city this norn- 
ing. 

The lack of accommodation fs felt by 
the people of Laredo, Tex., railroad lines 
teing so tied up that it is impossible ty» 
move freight and business gencrally is 
at a standstill. No official news can be 
obtained from. Monterey, but it is learned 
on what is eccnsidered good authority 
that there are at least ten new casés of 
fever.

President. Stand ‘by Action in 
Miller Case 


After Confsrence. with Labor Chiefs 
Roosevelt Announces That He 
“Will Not Dismiss Miller. 
Statement Is Made 
by the President. 


Washington, September 29.—An impor- 
tant conference took place at the while 
house tonight between. President ‘Roose- 
velt and five members of the executive 
council: of the American Federation 
Labor, including President Gompers and 
John Mitchell, head of the Miners’ Unton, 
during which the case of Foreman W. A. 
Miller, of the government printing office, 
was the principal topic of discussion, The 
conference was granted at the request cf 
the iabor leaders. The Miller case wus 
very fully presented by the members of 
the executive counci! at the close of 
which the president made a statement 
in which he announced that his decision 
not to dismiss Miler was final and that 
the question of his persona! fitness. must 
be settled in the regular routine of ad- 
ministration. 


Statement by. President. 

The conference proke up about 11:30 
o'clock and shortly thereafter the follow- 
ing statement was given.to the press at 
the white house: 

“Pursuant to the request of Samue! 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation .of -Labor; the president grant- 
ed an interview this evening to the fol- 
lowing: members of the executive council 
of that body: 

@Mr. Samuel Gompers, Mr. James Dua- 
Mr. James O'Con- 
nell and Mr. Frank Morrison. Vari- 
ous ‘subjects Of legislation in the in- 
terests of labor, as well «s executive 
action. were discussed. Concerning the 
case of William A. Miller, the president 
made the following statement:

Successful Corner in See 
tember Option 


PROFITS FOR THE MONTH 
ABOUT EIGHT MILLIONS 


In Two Days the Bull Leader Forced 
the September Option Up 200 
Points—For First Time Mar- 
ket Is Absolutely Cor- 
nered., 


New York, September 29.—(Special.)— 
With September cotton at an advance of 
145 points for the day and over 200 in 
two days and likely to go higher and 
with news of private settlements 100 
points higher, the New York cotton ex- 
change today saw the culmination of the 
most successful carried out corner in 
cotton in the history of this market, a 
corner which has made for W. P. Brown, 
of New Orleans, the leader, at the least 
calculation between $7,000,000 and 
$8,000,000 on the September option alone. 

The present bull movement in cotton 
has been a great one in cotton history. 
It began over a year ago, when Theo- 
dore H. Price started the movement. The 
Outcome of Mr. Price’s campaign has 
been problematical. Some have said 
that he lost, others that he got out in 
time.. Today, in one hour, cotton rose 
over $6 a bale. because the men who had 
on the theory that the corner wouldn’t 
hold. sold cotton by thousands of bales, 
were not abie to find it to buy to make 
the deliveries they had contracted ‘to 
make tomorrow and had to buy it off the 
men to whom they had previously sold 
it. In ordér to prevent: the market ria- 
ing to absolutely ruinous figures many . 
of these have made seftiements within 
the past two days at figures a eent « 
pound above the market rate, one house 
in particular paying $10 a bale mote 
than what they sold short for some time 
ago.. For the first time in the history 
of cotton selling on a world-wide basis 
the market is absolutely corneref, if the 
market tells the truth. 

Brown was on the floor of the exchanges 
all day today. When seen and asked 
to say something, he only replied: 

“If you want to know what has been 
done In cotton just look at the market 
I have nothing to say.” 

Opening at 11.70, last night’s closing. 
cotton sold at 12 cents on thé call. After 
it advanced 10 and 15 points at a time 
unti] !3 cents was reached. Pausing 
for a moment, it again moved up. touch- 
Ing 13.08, compared with 11.12. the clos- 
ing price of last Saturday. This repre- 
sents an advance of !96 points for the 
two days or about $9.80 a bale. Rumors 
have been circulated both today and yes- 
terday of private settlements at the high 
prices and most in the trade believe the 
flurry pretty well over.

At the time the arrest was made Bar- 
ber appeared weak and almost unable to 
move, but no one paid any heed to that, 
thinking he was shamming. Supper was 
served the prisoners soon after Barber 
was given a cell and the prison ration 
was passed into him. 

Shortly after Jailer Stephane had made 
his last round preparatory to retiring

He econtinued to move on, hoping soon to 
get in a section where he might be a 
total stranger. 

He was sick when he made his escape, 
and each day became weaker and weaker 
until] finally he dropped down complete- 
ly exhausted yesterday morning alongside

him soon after he was jailed he said he 


was awfully. hungry, but the instant his 
hand grasped the plate he became death- 
ly sick and could not swallow a mouthful 
of the food.

Lee Wimbush Killed by Gossett

Gossett Found His Wife in the |

Prior to this the body had been threg 
times identified by persons who thought 
they knew, but in each instance the 
identification proved ‘ta@ tbe erroneous. 
Miss Shaffield was a member of an ex- 
cellent family and as she was an invalid 
and seldom went out, the mystery of 
her murder is intensified. 


Miss Shaffield formerly lived in At- 
lanta with her father, mother and two 
Sisters, Miss Carrie Shaffield and Mra 
A. L. Jackson and a brother. The pa- 
rents died in Birmingham about two 
years ago. The father was in the candy 
business with M. A. Bumstead, who aft- 
erwards went to Birmingham as mana- 
ger of the candy factory of Wilder & 
Buchanan, of Atlanta. 

The three sisters left Atlanta about 
two years ago just after the death of 
their parents. Will Shaffield, a brother, 
is still living in Atlanta, Both of the 
sisters in Birmingham are in a serious 
condition as a result of the news of the 
death of their sister.

Kanses City, September 29.—Frank 
Buchanan, of the International Associa- 
tion of Structural Iron and _ Bridge 
Workers, was interviewed today on the 
report that he was on the point of step- 
ping down and out of the contest with 
Samuel aPrks. 


Mr. Buchanan had stepped out from 
the convention hall for a few minutes 
during the session and was asked wheth- 
er or not he had yet decided upon his 
candidacy for reelection as the head .of 
the international association.

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STATE'S WITNESSES GIVE TESTIMONY 


AGAINST COLONEL JAMES H. TILLMAN | 
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Lexington, S. C., September 29.—Good 
progress was made here today in the 
trial of former Li@iitenant Governor Till- 
man, who is charged with the murder of 
N. G. Gonzales, editor of The State. 

A large number of witnesses. were ex- 
amined today. The crowd of spectators 
was not as large as yesterday. Mrs. J. 
H. Tillman and the defendant’s mother 
occupied seats within the railing through- 
out the day. 

One line pursued today by the state was 
with a view to laying the foundation for 
the introduction of dying statements. 

Four of the physicians who participat- 
ed in the operation on Mr. Gonzales after 
he was shot were on the stand today— 
Drs. Guerry, Pope, Taylor and Griffith, 
all of Columbia. Much of the testhmony 
of the physicians was technical. 


Ambrose Gonzales on Stand. 
Ambrose E. Gonzales, publisher of The 
State, and a brother of N. G. Gonzales, 
was called to the stand when the solic- 
itor. offered in evidence the files of The 
State for the year 1902, the purpose be- 
as announced by counsel for the 
to introduce the edjtorials in The 
State’s newspaper, of which N. G. Gon- 
zales was editor from July !, 1902, to 
December 3!, 1902.

A strongly worded resolution 
indorsing President Roosevelt for re- 
election was unanimously adopted with- 
out reference to the committee on res.- 
lutions. Only one office—that of justice 
of the supreme court—is to be filled this 
year, and for this Chtef Justice John 
Campbell was honored with renomination 
by acclamation,

The arguments before the board were 
concluded yesterday afternoon, Colonel A. 
R. Lawton and John D. Little, represent- 
ing the railroad, and Attorney General 
John C. Hart and Comptroller General 
W. A. Wright, appearing for the state. 

Yn the course of the hearing yesterday 
afternoon Judge Hart was asked the ques- 
tion: 

“If property in Georgia is assessed ‘or 
taxafien at only two-thirds of its value 
and. this custom general, would it 
warrant this beard in placing a value, on 
such a basis,.on the preperty of this 
railroad?” 

The questioner was J. Pope 
representing the state on the arbitration 
board. Judge Hart replied: 

“No, sir, for the reason that two-thirds 
of any property is not all the property 
and the taxation acts of Georgia say that 
all property shall be assessed for tax- 
ation at its market value—its ful] market 
value.”’ : 

“But,” asked John D. Little, “if some 
property—and I think any court in Geor- 
gia would take judicial cognizance of the

Area of High Pressure Is 
Still Moving East- 
ward. : 


The weather today ia likely to be cloudy 
with a possibility.ef showers. 

According to the weather map yester- 
day, the entire: qountry east of the Rock- 
ies ig now under the influence of &n ex- 
tensive area of high ptessure, central 
mear the middlé.Atilantlc coast: This 
high haa beén moving eastward Curing 
the past three deys and has caused & 
general decrease in temperature to the 
east of its center. 

Following in the wake of this high is 
a low of moderate jntensity, central in 
Montana, the Daxotas and south into 
Texas, Fair weather wae the rule east 
of the Misasiastppi.and in the northwestern 
section of the ¢cotintry, rains occurring 
over the middle west and southwest, The 
temperatures are unseasonably low over 
the eastern half. of the cotton belt, but 
have been reported as rising west of the 
Mississippt 

Atlanta proved to be just three de- 
grees cooler than normal yesterday. The 
thermometer showed 54 degrees as the 
minimum, 73 degrees as the maximum 
and 64 degrees for the mean temperature. 

Following is the report of the Georgia 
section, climate and crop service for the 
week ending September 28: 

“Mhe characteristic features of the 
weather during the past week were the 
almost entire absence of rain and unM- 
seasonably coo] nights. These conditions 
favored the gathering of late crops, but 
the cool nights were detrimental to cot- 
ton, arresting new growth and retarding 
opening to some degree. The outlook 
continues unfavorable for a satisfactory 
cottan crop. Matured bolis are opening 
throughout the entire state and picking 
has been rushed as rapidly as possible, 
Rust continues, in a lessened degree, in 
a few scattered localities, and caterpillars 
are doing some damage in one or two 
eastern counties, but there ig but little 
complaint of shedding. There 4s practl- 
cally no top crop, and there is much 
complaint of the shortness of the lint. A 
majority of our correspondents regaré 
the yield of this season as below the 
average in amount and quality. A large 
proportion of the crop is being ginned 
and. marketed. Rice harvesting is 
progressing favorably, but considerable 
damage was done this crop by the late 
heavy rains. Late sown turnips have 
come up well and are growing nicely, 
but would be benefited by warm raing. 
Pastures in the northern half of the state 
are beginning to need rain, The cane 
crop is very gooa, and an excellent qual. 
ity of sirup is no wheing made. Minor 
crops are doing well as a rule, but show- 
ers would be of benefit to late vegetation 
and put the solj in condition for fall 
seeding, which ig temporarily suapended 
on account of the dryness of the land,

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Georgia regiment. which position he held 
when he surr’ .idered at Appomattox, He 
was In regular service during the entire 
war, and was wounded at the battle of 
Gettysburg. His son, Darel Towers, 
was killed in s: rvice in a charge on Fort 
Harrison at Richmond, Va. 

After the war Colonel Towers was elect- 
ed sheriff of Floyd county In [866 and 
1867, and represented his county in the 
legislature in 1873-74. 

He was appointed assistant keeper of 
the state penitentiary under Dr. J. W. 
Nelms, who was then principal keeper 
during Governor Colquitt's administra- 
tion. He served through this administra- 
tion and that of Governor Alexander H. 
Stephens. Dr. Nelms resigned in July, 
1885, during Governor McDaniel’s admin- 
istration, and Colonel Towe¢?s was named 
to succeed him. 

In 1886 Colonel Towers moved to Mart- 
etta, where he has since resided. He was 
a member of the Marietta Baptist church. 
and was one of the most honored and 
respected citizens of this county. 

He is survived by his widow and séven 
children—Captain W. M. Towers, of Rome, 
Ga.: John Towers, of Birmingham; A. A. 
Towers, of Marietta; Mrs. W. R. Mont- 
gomery and Misses Tallulah, Sena and 
Mary Towers, of Marietta.

Sugar Cane in Georgia. 

The cotton grower of south Georgia 
has found profit in diversifying his 
crops and it is now a demonstrated 
fact that there are several staple 
products adapted to that section of the 
state, aside from fruit and truck, 
which are more certain and profitable 
than the fleecy staple. Foremost 
among these is sugar cane, which is 
peculiarly adapted to the wiregrass, 
“piney” belt of the gulf states, and 
nowhere so much so as in a large por- 
tion of Georgia. 
| Weare interestingly reminded of 
what sugar cane has done and can 
do for the Empire State of the South 
by a little pamphlet entitled “The Su- 
gar Cane and Sirup Industry in Geor- 
gia Reviewed,” written and compiled 
by W. G. Cooper, of Savannah. From 
this pamphlet we learn something of 
the magnitude and prosperous status 
of this exceedingly promising home in- 
dustry and what it means in making 
“Greater Georgia” something more 
than an enthusiastic catch phrase. A 
decided revival in the cane industry 
is taking place where, under the de- 
pression of a few years ago, it had 
lapsed into a low state of prosecution, 
and again the matchless “Georgia 


| sirup” is becoming an important arti- 


cle of commerce. There is profit in

We note that eastern Texas is:arous- 
ing to the possibilities of cane produc- 
tion in that vast section, promising, in 
a few - years, to rival Georgia and 
Louisiana as it has already transierred 
the scepter of King Cotton to Rea riv- 
er and the Brazos. 

Let us have an awakening in old 
Georgia to our manifold material aé@ 
vantages, one of the chief of which is 
sirup and sugar. 

Our Trade with Canada. 

The prime minister of Canada, Sir 
Wilfred Laurier, isa man of more 
than ordinary abilities. While he 


has not the long-headed Scotch fore- | 


Sight and audacity of the late Sir 
John MacDonald, he does have a 
French alertness of intellect and Eng- 
lish spirit of persistence which stand 
his patriotism in good stead as he goes 
about to make the Dominion inde- 
pendent and prosperous, 

’ Sir Wilfred has always manifested 
his largest political ambitions in plans 
for the populating of Canada, the de 
velopment of her riches of agricul- 
ture and raw materials, the creation 
of manufactures and the procurement 
of exchanging markets yielding” best 
advantages to Canadian foreign com- 
merce. His success in these matters 
since he became the responsible head 
of Canadian government has been 
due in large measure to the skill with 
which he has fought off the wholesale 
invasion of Canada by American man- 
ufacturers with their cheap wares. 

By giving to England a preferen- 
tial schedule of tariff rates lower 
than those accorded to the United 
States he has minimized our trade 
with the Dominion to a degree and 
created a market in the old country 
for a larger proportion of Canadian 
foodstuffs and raw material by recip- 
rocal exchange. In this way he has 
hgiped Canadian farmers out of the 
depression which fell upon them after 
the enactment of the McKinley and 
Dingley tariffs in this country. To 
that result must be attributed in con- 
siderable measure the increasing ag- 
ricultural expansion in Canada and the 
migration into its western provinces 
of so many thousands of farmers 
from the northwestern states of our 
union. . 

Now, however, the law of compen- 
sation is effecting its inevitable re- 
prisals and the manufacturers of Can- 
ada are aroused to the need of further 
protection of their: industries. At a 
meeting of the Canadian Manufactur- 
ers’ Association recently held in To- 
ronto,. a resolution was adopted de- 
manding that the tariff rates on man- 
ufactured goods be so increased as to 
decrease the competition of British 
goods and blockade trust-made job 
lots of goods from the United States. 

The Canadians seem to be less hope- 
fu] of the permanence of our American 
prosperity than we are. They openly 
argued thai a period of depression 
is ahead of the United States when the 
people will cut down their consump- 
tion of manufactured goods and the 
surplus of our products will have to 
be marketed in other countries at 
cost or iess. When that happens the 
Canadians think their country will 
be the first dumping ground sought 
by our sellers and Canadian industries 
will be stricken a deadly blow. 

What effect these considerations will 
have on Prémier Laurier’s future pol- 


hicy cannot be anticipated. There was 


a time when he leaned toward reci- 
procity with this country, but that 
was before he became premier and at- 
tained to knighthood. Now he is more 
inclined to imperial feueration. and 
British preferences. But he is con- 
fronted with a dilemma that will cail 
forth his best diplomacy. He must 
develop a more satisfaciory Dominion 
policy and he must do this to the det- 
riment of the United States surely and 
of Great Britain to the extent of fully 
protecting specific Canadian. manufac- 
turers. 

Meanwhile a great section of our 
own people are clamoring for a revis- 
ion of our tariff that will either pro 
vide for preferential rates to Canada 
or else compel Canadians to ship their 
products into the United States and 


mingle them with our exportable sur- 


plus, taking in exchange our «manu- 
factured goods at prices equally as 
good as they can get similar goods 
from the mother country. There is 
a way to do that and should our tariff- 


makers hit upon it the conditions of 


trade between us and Canada may 
soon be transformed to our great ad- 
vantage and the sad discomfiture of 
the Chamberlain programme.

Ottawa, Canada, September 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—During a few days’ stay in Ottawa 
Clark Howell, editor of The Constitution 
and president of the Georgia senate, has 
been the recipient of marked courtesy 
from leading members of the Canadian 
partiament, now in session here. 

He was the special guest of Hon. A. F. 
MacLaren, member of the house of com- 
mons, and known throughout the world as 
the Canadian Cheese King. Mr. Mac- 
Laren is largely interested in the new 
million-dollar cement plant at Rockmart, 
Ga., and visited Atlanta during the last 
session of the general assembly, when he 
Was presented to the Georgia senate by 
President Howell. 

Speaker Bourler, of the house of com- 
mons, called on Mr. Howel) and escorted 


him to the floor of that body, and after- « 


wards received him in his private apart- 
ments in the parliament building. While 
on the floor of parliament Mr. Howell 
was welcomed by the Canadian premier, 
Sir Wilfred Laurier, Minister of Finance 
Fielding and other leading members of 
the cOmmons and of the administration. 
The premier left his seat and chatted 
with Mr. Howell for some time. The 
president of the Canadian senate also ex- 
tended a personal welcome to Mr. Howeil, 
and Mrs. Howell was invited by Mrs.

Thomas Jefferson and the Monroe 
Doctrine. 


Editor Constitution: The brilliant and 
yersatile author if the “Story of France 
and of “The Life of Napoleon’ has just 
finished his new book entitled ‘““Thomas 
Jefferson and His Times."’ Like every- 
thing that Mr. Watson writes, it makes 
very entertaining reading and is likely 
to become very popular. But whether 
it is a book that will live is another mat- 
ter. His many friends and admirers, 
among whom I class myself as one, could 
wish that he had been a little more care- 
fu] and painstaking in his statements, 
and that when he flatly contradicts some 
generally accepted fact of history, he nad 


taken the time to cite authorities in sup-. 


port of his positien. : 

Take, for example, his statement of the 
purposes of the so-called “Holy Alli- 
ance’ of 1815; and his statement in con- 
nection therewith that Mr. Jefferson w4s 
the first to give explicit utterance to 
what we now know as the ‘‘Monroe doc- 
trine.”” He says: “The holy alliance nad 
determined to drive back the South Amer- 
ican republics into the elutches of Spain; 
and that Jefferson's }Jetter of October 24, 
1823, addressed to President Monroe, was 
“the first fyll and explicit setting forth 
of the Monroe doctrine.” He cites no au- 
thority for either of these statements, 
perhaps for the very good and sufficient 
reason that there is none. 

Both statements are, of course, histori- 
cally incorrect. The holy alliance did 
not seek to restore the Spanish-American 
colonies to their former allegiance. Its 
professed object was “the regulation of 
the relations between Christian countries 
by the principles of Christian charity.” 
Its real object, as partially disclosed in 
182!, and as made manifest at the Verona 
conference of 1822, was the conservation 
of existing Eufopean dynasties, the re- 
conquest of the Spanish-American states, 
the partition of those states among the 
allied powers, and, in general, the exten- 
sion of European power and influence into 
the western hemisphere. The United 
States had recognized the independenc of 
those states as eafly as March, !822. 
Not one of the European powers had as 
yet done this. Not one of them recog- 
nized their independence till nearly eight- 
een months afterwards. Hence the de- 
signs of the holy alliance, as disclosed at 
the congress of Verona, were directly and 
specifically hostile to the settled policy 
of the United States alone. 

It is true that England had withdrawn 
her moral support from the allied powers. 
But this was for other than political rea- 
sons. One of the immediate results of 
the recognition of the new republics by 
the United States was the breaking down 
of the old Spanish trade restrictions and 
the opening of those rich and beautiful 
countries to the commerce of the world. 
England, ever watchful to take advantage 
of such opportunities, had already built 
up a profitable trade there. Hence for 
commercial reasons she opposed the dé- 
signs of the holy allieace, while for po- 
litical reasons she refused to acknowledge 
the independence of the new republic. 
And for like reasons, Mr. Canning, the 
British premier, placed himself on record 
as opposed to the Monroe doctrine, in 
so far as that doctrine prohibited colo- 
nization of any portion of the American 
continent. (Stapleton’s Canning and His 
Times.) 

This was the condition of affairs when 
Jefferson wrote his letter ‘of October 24, 
1823, to which Mr. Watson refers. But 
his declarations therein were neither pre- 
vious nor original. They were little more 


than paraphrases of certain sentences in | 


Washington's farewell address of Septem- 
ber, 1796. Moreover, as early as July 2, 
1823—nearly four months prior to the date 
of Mr. Jefferson's letter—John Quincy 
Adams, as secretary of state, had, by di- 


rection of the president, embodied an ex- { 


plicit statement of what afterwards be- 
came known as the Monroe doctrine in 
an official letter to Mr. Rush, our minis- 
ter at London. In that letter of Instruc- 
tions, Mr, Adams, in referrirg to the 
South American republics, and to the 
designs of the holy alliance upon them, 


said: 
“Those ifidependent nations ssess all 


| the rights incident to that condition; and 


their territories are, of course, not sub- 
ject to any exclusive right of navigation 
in their vicinity, or access to them by any 
foreign power. A natural consequence 
of this is that the American continents 
are henceforth no longer open to coloni- 
gation. Occupied by civilized nations, 
they are accessible to Europeans on that 
footing alone.’’ (See State Department 
Archives: also Adams’ Diary, VI, 163; 
also Wharton's Digest, section 57.) ; 

Fifteen days later, that is to say on the 
17th of July, 1823—three months and 
seven days prior to the date of Jef- 
ferson’s letter—Mr. Adams had a persona] 
conference with Baron Tuyl, the Russian 
minister in Washington. At that inter- 


view he orally repeated the substance of 


what he had written to Mr, Rush; and, 
fn the course of their conversation, he 
n to add, and marge ty by 
the direction of the president, that the 
United States would “contest any claim 
of right by Russia’ or any other Euro- 
power, “to establish any new colo- 
nies on this continent; and, moreover, 
‘that we would distinctly assume the 
principle that the American continents 
were no longer subjects for new colonial 
establishments.”’ 
163, et seq.)

Queer Schooners of the Black Sea. 


Wenderful to a seaman’s ears are ain | 


stories told of the small Turkish schoon- 
ers that navigate the Black sea, the Bos- 
phorus and the sea of Marmora. In the 


first place, it is said that no watches are | 


kept, and that all hands, including the 
man at the wheel, not infrequently sleep 
at once. There is no discipline. The 
sailors never *clean ship or wash down 
Gecks. This is easy to believe. If you 
ever sail close to windward of a Turkish 
eraft one whiff from its decks will‘ con- 
vince you that cleaning is not the Turk’s 
strorpgest point in seamanship. It is 
further averred that these schooners 
never carry compasses, and dare not lose 
sight of land. They have captains, but 
the rest of the crew are all equals; they 
vat, sleep and quarrel together, and are 
at liberty to call themselves the mates 
or the gallors, as they choose. 

I once went aboard one of these craft. I 
shall never do it again. All hands were 
on deck, dressed most picturesquely Mm 
fezes and loose, eojored jackets and trous- 
ers. Every mother’s son of them was 
hideously dirty. We asked for the cap- 
tain, and he turned from coiling up a 
rope to answer our call. H ts all right 
for a captain to be democratic enough to 


coll up a rope, but not when a big loafer, 
of a sailor is stretched full length on the} for each 
main hatch watching the horizon over his: 
big toe. But this Turkish skipper seemed] 


too benevoient to mind. that. 

As we were’ talking a sheep came up 
from the cabin and was followed by a 
big cat, which rubbed against the sheep in 
a most friendly and purring manner. No 
doubt it was indicative of genera) good 
will and feeling among all aboard, but 
it was not-the kind of discipline with 
which to sail a ship, 

Chickens were perched about on any 
place that offered a roost. A goat, whicn 
had rubbed his whiskers into the univer- 
sai dirt until they were tringed black 
and white at the roots, ambled about 
the decks. On one of his horns wa» 
stuck a plece of paper as though it had 
been filed away for future reference. 

Perhaps this was Only a first impression. 
At any rate, I did not stay long enough 
to get & more thorough one. The stench 
forbade. 


A Visit to a Turkish Man-o’-War. 

A visit to a Turkish man-o’-war was 
scarcely more profitable. I believe that at 
the time she just about constituted the 
entire Mosiem navy. She was a big, wood- 
en box-shaped craft, with a high old- 
fashioned poop that probably would have 
secmed modern to Sir Francis Drake, 
but in tHe nineteenth century was hope- 
lessly out of date. She was anchored in 
the Dardenelles doing temporary cus- 
tom house duty, so we had to board her 
on business. 

The deck seemed to have had trouble 
with a cyclone, but that may have been 
due to the fact that the sailors were ev- 
idently trying to build what seemed to 
be a big coop for chickens. An elderly 
gentleman with white whiskers, a red fez 
and gold-rimmed spectacles, was superin- 
tending the wérk in his shirt sleeves. 
He looked more like a Swede than a 
Turk, I remember principally his broaa@ 
benevolent smile; it took us strangers in 
as well as the crew; but beyond an In- 
tense desire to be pleasant the old gen- 
tleman did not seem to know much about 
the work he was superintending. Several 
sallors stood about in pensive attitudes, 
contemplating what was to be done, but 
not doing it. The benevolent gentleman 
in shirt sleeves.was the bos’n, we were 
tola. 

The captain, trimmed up in much gold 
lace, smoked a hookah on the poop and 
seemed to find the mess amidships am- 
ple food for contemplation. His lieuten- 
ant, who was fishing over the ratfl, pulled 
up a fish about three Inches long, with a 
merry whoop, just as we stepped up on 
the cabin deck. After he had baited his 
hook again, he turned to attend to our 
business. 


What Discipline Does for the Turk. 
When they are well officered, Turks are 
not bad sailors. 
But a Turk cannot command a Turk on 
the water. As a result, almost all of the 
few steamers that form the Turkish mer- 
chant marine are commanded by Austrian 
officers, while only the petty officers and 
sailors are children of Islam. The en- 
gineecrs are usually Scotchmen. When so 
officered the sailors are not so likely to 
lose their presence of mind in moménts of. 
danger, as are some of the Latin satliors 
of-the Mediterranean. I have this from 
Austrian skippers of Turkish steamers, 
and my own experience backs up their 
statements. I have been shipmate of sev- 
eral on Christian ships, and all were in- 
variably well skilled in seamanship. Dis-

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“HEAVY DAMAGES 


| Two Mormons Declare They 
Were Beaten and Mis- 
treated, 


One of the most interesting cases which 
will be heard when the United States 
court meets in Athens on the first Mon- 
day in November will be the two sutts 
for damages brought by the Mormon eld- 
ers against a large number of the most 
prominent citizens of Hart and Franklin 
counties, ‘ 

The two suits are brought by B. F. 
Stewart, of Arizona, and L. F. Zundel, 
of Utah, through their attorneys, George 
L. Bell, C. D. Camp and T. W. Rucker, 
against Oscar Price, Erve Williams, 
Elijah Mason, Ed McConnell, Moses 
Brown, John Whittaker, Fred Weaver, 
R. Bower, E. H. Agnew, J. D. Shirley, 
John B. Maulting, Walter D. Sanders, 
Pierce Floyd, Omer Floyd, W. J. Moss, 
J. M. Cannon, Doctor Waldrup, T. F. 
Fleming, John Adams, D. C. Madden, 
R. K. Bennett, Ep White, J. Fieming, 
Perse Williams, Lester Floyd, John 
Floyd, Mose Johnsan, C. Cannon, J. W.

Since that time the defendants, through 
their attorney, J. H. Skelton, have filed 
an answer, denying the statements made. 
When the case comes up it will consume 
about one week of time.

Acitator Place Valuation of 
$280,978 on the Franchise 


Comptroller Assessed at $520,004. 
Company Claimed Franchise Ob- 
tained from Government 
Was Not Taxable by 
the State. 


In spite of the protests of the Western 
Union Telegraph Company, the franchise 
of that corporation was yesterday assess- 
ed for taxation by the board of arbi- 
tration considering the case. 

The valuation placed on this franchise 
by the arbitrators was $280,978, the as- 
sessment fixed by the comptroller general 
having been $520,094, 

This was the first ruling by a board 
of arbitration on one of the most inter- 
esting legal] questions resulting from the 
new franchise taxation law. The conten- 
tion of the telegraph company was that 
its franchise being derived from the Unit- 
ed States government, the state of Geor- 
gia had no right or authority to impose 
a tax on it. 

Wien the company made its return it 
named only its tangible property and 
made the statement that as its right to 
operate a telegraph line along the gov- 
ernment “post roads’’ was derized di- 
rectly from federal authority, the fran- 
chise was not taxable by a state, on 
which ground it declined to make any re- 
turn of the franchise. 

Comptroller General Wright consulted 
with Attorney Genera] John C. Hart, who 
made a study of the question and finally 
stated that this franchise was subject 
to state taxation. The comptroller gen- 
eral thereupon placed a valuation of $520,- 
094 on the franchise and raised the valua- 
tion of the tangible property from $527,- 
299.48, as it was returned, to $960,550. 

The telegraph company objected to this 
assessment and arbitrators were appoint- 
ed. G. Gunby Jordan, for the state; R. 


Cann. umpire. This board met at the 
eapite] yesterday morning and. Attorney 
General Hart, for the state, and Albert 
Howell, for the telegraph company, ar- 
gued the case. 

Attorney Genera] Hart took the posi- 
tion that though the bare right to put up 
poles and string- wires might be derived 
from the federal government, there was 
more to the franchise than that and the 
remainder was property within the mean- 
ing of the new franchise taxation law. 
The arbitrators agreed with him and 
made their award @uring the afternoon. 


PUCKETT NOT A WITNESS. 


Well-Known Justice Says Story of 
Strickland-Bramlett Case 
Was Incorrect. 

Judge O. H. Puckett declares that The 
Constiution has been misinformed in re- 
gard to the case of Strickland V. Bram- 
lett, in which it was said that the justice 
‘left his seat on the bench and testified 
as a witness. It.seems that Judge Puck- 
ett made a statement in reference to the 
status of some other feature of former 
litigation, but in doing so spoke as the 
presiding judge and not as a witness. In 
regard to the matter, he Says: 

“In today’s issue of The Constitution 
I notice an article which reflects upon 
my character. The charge is made that 
while trying the case of Strickland Vv. 
Bramiett, I retired from the bench and 
was sworn as a witness in behalf of the 
plaintiff, testified and then resumed the 
trial of the case as judge. I do Not 
know who your informant in the matter 
is, but it is very evident that he Knows 
put littl. of the facts in the case, and 
that he has but little regard for the 
truth. One of the questions involved in 
the case was whether or not the de- 
fendant (Bramlett) had been notified after 
the trial of the former case, to remove 
the property from the house of the plain- 
tiff. I stated that I had teld Mr. John- 
son (attorney for defendant) in private 
conversation soon after the first trial 
that it would be necessary for the claim- 
ant (Bramilett) to remove the property 
from the premises of the plaintiff, as it 
was no longer in «ie custody of the 
bailiff. This was the only statement 
made by me and I did not make it under 
eath nor undertake to testify about it 
in any way. No objection was made by 
any one, nor was it even suggested that I 
had made any statement affecting the 
ease in any way. 

“The statement that ‘I vacated the 
bench and testified in the case, and then 
resumed the bench,’ is without founda- 
tion. No such thing occurred, and if the 
attorney for Mr. Bramilett Knows any- 
thing at all about the law of this state 
he knows that if such had been the case 
and 1 had testified over his protest, and 
a judgment had been renrered on such 
testimony, it would be void and of no 
effect.”’ 


NIGHTS UNSEASONABLY COOL. 


Weather Conditions Have Favored 
the Gathering of All Late 


Crops. 

The summary of the crop and weather 
bulletin issued by Section Director J. B. 
Marbury for the w.eck ending yesterday

“The characteristic features of the 
weather during the past week were the 
almost entire absence of rain and un- 
seasonably cool nights. These conditions 
favored the gathering Of late crops, but 
the cool nights were detrimental to cot- 
ton, arresting new growth and retarding 
opening to some degree.

Matured bolis are opening 
throughout the entire state and picking 
has been rushed as rapidly as possible 
Rust continues, in a lessened degree, in 
a few scattered localities. and cater- 
pillars are doing some damage in one or 
two eastern counties. but there is but lit- 
tle complaint of shedding.

HROUGH the medium of soctal set- 
iL: tlement work, philanthropy is being 

more practically applied than ever 
before, and now instead of the method 
holding only In New York, Chicago and 
San Francisco, it is spreading itself in all 
‘parts of the country.

The latest individual aontributor to 
the work, in Chicago, is Miss Emma God- 
dard, daughter of MYlionaire L. O. God- 
dard, and a recognized social factor in 
that city. 

“It is a great privilege, I think, to be al- 
lowed to take up this work,"’ explained 
Miss Goddard in a recent newspaper 
interview: 

“What may be a temporary discomfort 
Is forgotten in the smile of a mother for 
whom you've done some little act. It is 
aN well enough to paint pictures or be 
a great artist, but think how much more 
you have accomplished if you have saved 
a boy from crime. 

“T am a truant Officer, a sanitary in- 
spector and a score of other things. 
You see, these people out here are ig- 
norant of many of the laws which were 
made especially for their protection. If 
@ woman is sold poor milk or bad meat 
she doesn’t know there is a way to pun- 
ish the dealer. 

“But once you have won their friendship 
they tell these troubles to us. We re- 
90rt them ‘to the city officials and the 
lealer is made to stand the consequences. 
he dealers seldom offend more than once 
after they learn we are watching them, 
for we can close their shops. 

“Then there are babies to look after— 
thousands of them. A lfhittle one is taken 
tick, but the mother thinks the illness 
amounts to nothing and does not send 
‘for a physician. Often she cannot afford 
a doctor. But we provide one and per- 
haps save a life.°’

Rome City Fathers: Promul- 
gate Terrible Ukase on 
Red Devils. 


Rome, Ga., September 29,—(Special.)— 
The city council of Rome is after the 
automobilists—or rather the automobilist, 
as there is but one In Rome—and this 
afternoon a most stringent law, was 
enacted in regar@ to the same, — 

Hereafter, so says the law, Rome’s one

In his annual report President Spencer, 
of the Southern, says: 

“The increase of $2,621,913.87 in con- 
ducting transportation consumed about 
60 per cent of the total increase in gross 
earnings for the year. Of this increase 
$716,578, or about 29 per cent, was in 
cost of fuel, and $1,377,311, or about 53 
per cent, was in cost of train, station and 
terminal expenses due partially to in- 
creased wages and to higher cost of nia- 
terials. 

“The. price of coal Ras abnormally high 
throughout ‘the year, and transportation 
in general, especially on the lines of 
heavy tonnage and larger passenger move- 
ment, was performed at disadvantage on 
account of insufficiency of motive power 
and the inadequacy of track, yvard ani 
terminal facilities at many important 
points. Notwithstanding these conditioris, 
with an average of 4.3 per cent more mo- 
tive power and 4 per cent more freight 
cars, the tons hauled increased 13.33 per 
cent, and the ton miles increased over 10 
per cent, as compared with the year pre- 
ceding.”’

New York, September 29.—Reports have 
been extensively circulated of late that a 
concerted movement, taking’ in al] the 
large railroad systems of the country, is 
to bring abeut an advance in freight 
rates on January |. The eastern trunk 
lines, according to the reports in ques- 
tion, are planing an increase equal to 
about 10 per cent. When the matter was 
brought up by The Journal] of Commerce, 
to the attention of one of the best-in- 
formed trunk line officials at this port, 
he reported the report absolutely ab- 
surd: 

“Of course there will be the usual end 
year cleaning up of commodity rates, 
rates on raw materials, etc., for short dis 
tances to manufacturers and others,” he 
said, ‘“‘but it is ridiculous to talk about 
any general 10 per cent advance. Three 
years or so ago, when conditions war- 
ranted it, when materials and labor had 
advanced to such figures as to make rail- 
roading at the old figures a josing bus- 
iness, advances were made by means of 
classification, which ranged between §& 
and 7 per cent. These advances were ia 
every way justified. Today there has 
certainly been no further advance in ma- 
terials, which if anything are a shade 
lower. Labor is not much higher, so that 
there is no excuse whatever for any gen- 
eral advance. 

**However, it has been learned that the 
trunk line managers are considering the 
adjustment of import rates and a joint 
conference of New York-Missouri River 
lines has been called to meet in New 
York, October 8. The trunk line import
